During  the  summer  and  early  part  of 
the  session,  we  were  forced  to  notify 
many  applicants  that  we  were  unable  to 
give  them  places  in  BLUE  MOL  NTAIN 
COLLEGE.  However,  during  the  sum- 
mer we  largely  increased  our  school 
room,  and  we  hope  to  soon  open  the  ele- 
gant hew  Jennings  Memorial  Building 
that  is  being  added  to  our  boarding  de- 
partment. Our  second  half  session  opens 
on  January  31st,  and  our  last  quarter  on 
April  4th.  We  should  he  glad  to  corre- 
spond with  any  who  wish  to  enter  at 
either  date.  Our  Teachers’  Training  De 
partment  will  lie  doing  work  of  great 
value  to  those  wishing  to  prepare  fof 
public  school  examinations  or  to  increase 
their  efficiency  in  public  school  work. 
Many  young  lady  teachers  whose  schools 
will  be  closing  in  early  spring  should  ar- 
range to  come  to  Blue  Mountain  for  this 
work.

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As  stated  in  n former  issue,  this  insti- 
tution is  now  (Mien  for  business  in  a lini 
ited  way  It  is  under  the  superintend 
ency  of  Miss  Sallie  Stamps,  a Baptist 
lady  posstAsing  the  best  of  qualifications 
for  her  position.  About  $.1,000  dollars 
has  been  spent  in  enlarging,  remodeling 
and  equipping  the  large  Echols  resi- 
dence, since  Ihe  committee  appointed  by 
the  last  Baptist  State  Convention  re- 
ceived it.  It  will  lie  well  for  our  Baptist 
doctors  and  people  generally  to  remem- 
ber that  our  institution  is  oj>en  to  them 
whenever  they  have  patients  heeding 
such  service  ns  a good  hospital  can  fur- 
nish. Tli is  is  a very  small  beginning  it 
is  true,  but  we  feel  sure  there  "is  a great 
future  for  this  little  nucleus.  First,  there 
.is  great  need  for  this  line  of  work.  In. 
jfact,  the  demand  for  sanatorium  advan- 
tages is  so  great  that  the  .Jackson  Sana- 
torium. which  has  been  in  operation  in 
this  city  for  several  years,  and  “recently  f 
enlarged  to  more  than  double  its  former 
capacity,  has  stated  that  it  will  not  be 
'able  to  accomomdnte  more  patients  than 
those  of  doctors  who  have  a proprietary 
.interest  in  the  institution  beyond  emer 
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gency  oases.  This  leaves  out  quite  a num- 
ber of  physicians  in  our  city,  to  say, 
nothing  of  those  in  adjacent  territory, 
who  must  have  room  somewhere  for 
their  patients.  Though  the  Baptists  have 
room  aft  present  for  only  a limited  num- 
ber of  patients,'  the  day  is  rapidly  ap- 
proaching when  we  shall  be  able  to  ac- 
commodate patients  by  the  scores. 
Though  this  is  to  be  a Baptist  institu- 
tion, its  doors  are  open  to  all  denomina 
tions  and  to  those  of  no  denomination 
and  also  to  all  reputable  physicians.  IF 
any  pastor  knows  of  any  one  who  needs 
treatment  and  is  not  able  to  pay  for  it, 
if  his  church  will  raise  the  money  to  pay 
for  board. and  nursing,  write  to  Miss 
Sallie  Stamps,  Baptist  Hospital,  Jack 
son,  Miss.,  who  will  furnish  all  needed 
information.  The  medical  attention  and 
surgical  fees  will  he  free.  This  is  the 
best  wje  can  do  now,  as  we  have  po  char- 
ity fund  yet.  Do  not  send  any  patient 
here,  unless  it  be  an  emergency  patient, 
without  first  communicating  with  the 
above  named  Bui>erintendent.  Second, 
the  physicians  iu  charge  of  the  work  of 
this  institution  rank  with  any  iu  this 
part  of  the  country.  They  are  sober, 
high-toned  Christian  gentlemen.  They 
are  clean  in  life,  conscientious,  and  well 
prepared  and  equipped  for  their  busi- 
ness. 

Thpre  will  not  l>e  appeals  made  to 
anybody  outside  of  Jackson  for  money 
until  the  stipulated  amount  for  the  Bap- 
tist Memorial  Hospital,  at  Memphis, 
shall  be  raised,  provided  that  shall  l>e 
done  by  November  1, 1910. 

In  thinking  of  the  limited  capacity 
of  our  little  hospital  at  present,  let 
bear  in  mind  the  Bible  interrogatory : 
. “Who  bath  despised  the  day  of  small 
things”!  and  lend  our  sympathy  and 
help. 


BAPTIST  RECORD  DAY. 


Th^  third  Sunday  in  January  was  sug- 
gested for  Baptist  Record  Day.  guite  a 
number  of  pastors,  who  plan  iar  ahead, 
had  Arranged  f°r  other  things  on  that 
day  before  the  day  was  suggested,  ami 
could  not  change  their  plans.  And  about 
half  our  churches  do  not  have  services 
on  the  third  Sunday.  So  a very  large 
majority  of  our  churches  could  not  use 
third  Sunday.  However  those  who  were 
ready  and  did  use  the  day,  are  sending 
in  v«|ry  satisfactory  returns  for  then- 
work  on  that  day,  the  largest  number 
from  any  one  pastor  being '3(5  subscrip- 
tions! and  a check  for  $72.  Several  others 
did  quite  as  well  when  their  fields  are 
considered.  The  first  pastor  to  report 
was  [Rev.  Bryan  Simmons,  of  Brandon,

Sunday  Schools. 

Under  the  system  of  international  les- 
sons each  Sunday  School  studies  the 
same  subject  at  the  same  time  and  where- 
ever  you  go  you  can  attend  Sunday 
School  and  take  part  in  the  lesson.  Each 
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minds  of  the  young  of  the  household,  but 
' now,  as  one  Writer  sees  it,  Baptists  are 
nearing  a “state  of  civil  war” — see  arti- 
cle of  A.  L.  Vail  in  Western  Recorder  of 
Jan.  6.  This  is  lamentable  indeed.  1.  Be- 
cause no  one  of  noble  spirit  loves  to  live 
in  a quarreling  family.  2.  Because  it 
iliows  the  family  to  be  awfully  corrupt 
i[n  itself,  or  else  that  a few  in  the  home 
think  it  so  or  want  to  rule  all  of  the  rest. 
3.  Because  it  is  disgusting  to  the  outside 
world  to  see  those,  who  claim  to  be  the 
“peculiar  people”  of  God,  beating  and 
banging  each  other.  If  some  members  of 
the  family  feel  that  they  are  God’s  ap- 
jxnnted  correctors  and  just  must  beat  all. 
who  do  not  see  just  as  they  see,  common 
decency  would  suggest  that  they  do  their 
whipping  in  the  back  yard.  It  is  a shame 
’to  have  a family  row  on  the  front  porch. 
Honestly,  isn’t  it  shameful  for  some 
members  of  the  family  to  be  always  criti- 
cising some  other  members  before  the 
public  gaze?  Yet,  brethren,  it  must  be 
admitted,  that  we  are  falling  more  and 
more  into  that  bad  habit. 

But  you  say,  “So  many  of  the  family 
have  fallen  into  erroneous  ideas.  What 
are  we  to  do?”  Grant  what  you  say  to 
be  true,  as  you  see  it,  are  you  any  more 
sincere  or  intelligent  than  the  brother 
whom  you  criticise?  Or  will  the  criticism 
correct,  or  only  sting  and  make  the  one 
criticised  think  that  you  think  yourself 
infallibly  wise?  If  the  axiom,  set  fortli 
by  Dr.  Mullins,  of  the  competency  of 
each  soul  to  deal  with  God  and  religion, 
is  Baptistic  and  true,  where  is  the  place 
for  the  Baptistic  censor?  But,  not  to  be 
too  long,  let  me  suggest  “a  more  excel- 
lent way,  as  I see  it,  than  this  family 
criticism.  Were  any  one  of  us  perfect  he 
might  constitute  himself  family  critic, 
but  , even  then  he  should  spare  family 
publicity.  But  as  no  one  is  perfect  in 
either  wisdom  or  knowledge  it  ill  In- 
comes any  of  us  to  constitute  himself 
family  corrector.  The  “more  excellent 
way,”  which  I suggest,  is  this:  if  a 
brother  seems  to  err  in  his  teachings  on 
any  question  or  doctrine,  let  those  who 
think  him  wrong — without  any  criticism 
of  the  brother,  or  even  reference  to  him 
at  all — take  up  the  same  question  or  doc 
trine  and  write  upon  it  setting  forth 
clearly  the  truth  as  they  see  it.  This  way 
has  three  decided  advantages  over  the 
way  of  criticism.  1.  It  puts  the  whole 
family  on  ap  equality  before  God  and 
men,  and  constitutes  all  a l»ody  of  breth- 
ren, students  of  their  Father’s  Word. 
2.  It  brings  to  the  entire  family  the  views 
of  truth  seen  by  different  members  of 
the  household,  without  the  ache  caused 
by  the  criticism  of  some  one  who  seems 
to  think  himself  more  wise  than  some  of 
the  other  children,  and  saves' the  church 
the  shame  of  a family  row  on  the  front 
porch.  3.  Tt  corrects  by  giving  light  on 
truth  in  the  spirit  of  Christ,  instead  of 
stinging  and  blinding  by  the  thrusts  of 
criticism.  Oh  how  I do  wish  that  I could 


see  the  Baptist  family  adopt  this  way. 
I remember  how,  when  but  a child,  we 
boys  once  got  to  disputing  over  some 
point,  and  how  -our  .blood  grew  hot,  but 
mother  did  not  ^hide;  she  simply  went 
to  work  and  demonstrated  the  jmint 
about  which  we  disagreed  and  showed  us 
that  all  were  wrong.  Then  she  said: 
“ Never  dispute  when  yon  differ,  but  go 
to  work  and  show  your  position  clearly 
qnd  if  you  are  correct  others  will  see  it.” 
Any  honest  man  will  examine  closely 
what  others  think,  but  no  man  can  ap- 
preciate another  who  sets  himself  tip  as 
his  critic  and  garbles  his  articles  in  pub- 
lic, print.  If  all  who  criticise  would  stop 
it  and  spend  the  time  they  waste  at  it  in 
studying  and  writing  on  the  subjects 
from  their  own  view-point,  how  wonder- 
ful would  be  the  effect  upon  the  house 
bold  of  faith.  They  would  lie  brought 
closer  together  day  by  dny,  and  our  pa- 
pers would  bristle  with  new  views  of
